43rd  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Ilkeston  Hospital, 

For  the  Year  ending  Jane  30th ,  1927. 


The  Board  of  Governors  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
the  Subscribers  a  record  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past 
year,  together  with  list  of  Subscribers  and  various  Tables  and 
Statistics,  Balance  Sheets,  and  Income  and  Expenditure  Account. 

The  Governors  deeply  regret  the  death  of  their  Honorary 
Architect,  Mr.  C.  W.  Hunt,  who  has  given  valuable  assistance  to 
the  Board  for  a  great  many  years,  and  especially  in  connection  with 
the  extension  of  the  Institution.  Mr.  Hunt’s  services  were  given 
absolutely  gratuitously,  and  he  was  always  ready  to  give  any  advice 
or  help  when  called  upon,  and  for  many  years  has  been  a  private 
subscriber. 

They  also  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Whyte,  of  the  Oossall 
Colliery  Company,  who  for  many  years  was  a  member  of  the  Board, 
and  of  Mr.  A.  Bailey,  who,  as  a  member  of  the  Sports  Committee, 
was  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  Institution. 

The  Governors  are  glad  to  say  that  in  spite  of  the  deplorable 
stoppage  in  the  mining  industry  of  last  year,  which  affected  their 
financial  year  for  three  months,  they  have  a  surplus  over  expendi¬ 
ture  of  £185  12s.  5d.,  and  the  assets  of  the  Institution  now  amount, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  Balance  Sheet,  to  £8105  18s.  3d.  Under 
the  circumstances  in  the  difficult  times  prevailing  we  think  our 
subscribers  must  consider  this  a  satisfactory  result  and  one  which 
has  only  been  arrived  at  by  rigid  economy,  after  having  due  regard 
to  the  comfort  of  our  patients. 

The  Governors  have  to  announce  that  owing  to  the  promotion 
of  Mr.  J.  C.  N.  Oldham,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  his  resign¬ 
ation  was  tendered  and  accepted,  and  his  successor,  Mr.  Stanley  H. 
Stocks,  has  been  appointed  in  his  place.  They  thank  Mr.  Oldham 
for  his  services  and  wish  him  all  success. 
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The  Governors  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  who 
have  assisted  the  Hospital  in  any  way,  and  especially 

(a)  The  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  the  town,  who  have  willingly 
continued  to  take  in  their  turn  Sunday  Services  at  the 
Hospital.  The  Sunday  Collections  were  £36  7s.  3d.  this 
year  as  against  £23  4s.  4d.  last  year. 

The  Governers  desire  to  acknowledge  many  gifts  of  fruit, 
flowers,  and  eggs. 

( b )  To  all  private  Subscribers.  The  amount  received  from  this 
source  is  £634  6s.  Od.  as  against  £476  3s.  2d.  for  last  year. 
Of  this  amuunt  the  outstanding  Subscriptions  are

The 
amount  received  last  year  was  £1638  7s.  lOd. 

This  reduced  amount  is  again  chiefly  due  to  the  loss  of 
Subscriptions  due  to  three  months  of  the  Strike  falling  in 
this  financial  year. 

The  Governors  offer  their  hearty  congratulations  to  all  who 
assisted  in  the  splendid  result. 

(e)  The  Governors  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  grant  of  £5 
from  the  Hospital  Sports  Committee,  and  realise  that  owing 
to  the  difficulties  in  the  coal  industry  in  the  year  under  re¬ 
view  it  was  impossible  to  hold  any  sports,  and  they  hope 
for  better  results  in  the  future. 

(/)  To  the  Hospital  Charity  Cup  Committee  for  £20  received. 
The  amount  from  this  source  last  year  was  £30. 

Having  regard  to  the  circumstances  the  Governors  think 
this  is  satisfactory,  but  hope  the  old  standard  will  soon  be 
realised.

(i)  To  the  holders  of  Collection  Boxes,  which  produced 
£40  19s.  2d.,  as  compared  with  £34  18s.  5d.  last  year. 

{])  The  Governors  feel  that  they  must  offer  their  sincerest 
thanks  to  the  Ladies  of  the  St.  John  Nursing  Association 
and  the  Ladies’  Committee  of  the  Hospital  for  the  splendid 
effort  on  Pound  Day  in  raising  the  handsome  sum  of 
£89  16s.  7d.  and  1431  pounds  of  groceries,  vegetables,  &c., 
their  efforts  in  this  respect  having  assisted  the  Institution 
most  materially. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ladies’  Committee,  a  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  organise  an  Bgg  Week,  which  was 
a  substantial  success,  the  number  of  eggs  handed  to  the 
Hospital  being  5,000.  Thi  s  is  in  addition  to  the  efforts 
made  bv  local  Egg  Shows,  which  also  brought  in  a  very 
large  number. 

(k)  The  Board  are  glad'  to  acknowledge  the  payment  by  the 
Approved  Societies  of  £  1 50  4s.  9d.  in  respect  of  In-Patient 
treatment  of  their  members.  The  amount  received  from 
this  source  last  year  was  £71  17s.  9d. 

The  X-Ray  Department  has  radiographed  328  cases  during  the 
year,  as  against  190  last  year.  The  Governors  again  tender  their 
thanks  to  the  Hon.  Operators,  and  to  Mr.  G.  A.  Seaman,  the  Hon, 
Photographer. 

Ultra  Violet-Ray.  During  the  year  93  cases  attended,  which 
necessitated  2,573  treatments.  It  will  be  observed  from  these 
figures  that  the  apparatus  has  been  most  useful. 
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The  number  of  In-Patieuts  during  the  year  was  371,  the 
average  number  of  days  per  patient  in  the  Hospital  being  20.00.
